Cook 
one cup of rice until tender in one 
quart of well seasoned white stock. 
Melt one-quarter cup of butter, 
add two tablespoons of chopped rod 
pepper and four tablespoons of 
chopped onions, and cook two min­ 
utes; then add four tablespoons of 
chopped mushrooms and cook un­ 
til tender. Add the prepared rice 
and mix thoroughly. Cut the tops 
from eight green peppers, remove 
the seeds and partitions, cover with 
boiling: water and let stand five 
minutes. Drain", fill with the rice 
'mixture, cover with buttered 
crumbs, arrange in a baking dish 
and bake one-half hour. Tomatoes 
may be used in place of mush­ 
rooms, if preferred.
